The compound claimed contain pyrrolidine moiety, which does not 
define a contribution over the prior art, as can be seen by the compounds of US 
2003/147897 A1. see CAS: 140:127185. The substituents on the pyrrolidine 
moiety vary extensively and when taken as a whole result in vastly different 
compounds. Accordingly, unity of invention is considered to be lacking and 
restriction of the invention in accordance with the rules of unit of invention is 
considered to be proper. Additionally, the vastness of the claimed subject 
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matter, and the complications in understanding the claimed subject matter 
Impose a burden on any examination of the claimed subject matter. 

3. Applicants are advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete 
must include an election of invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence 
now of record showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case.
